Announcement was made yesterday 
that the Southern Ice Company, of 
Nashville, had purchased three of the 
ice plants in this city, would combine 
their business and would enter the 
local field in competition with the 
Atlantic Ice and Coal Corporation, one 
of the largest concerns of the kind 
in the southern states. , 

On the heels of this announcement 
Ernest Woodruff, president of the At- 
Jantic Ice and Coal Corporation, an- 
nounced that his company is making 
P'ans to enter the field at Nashville 
and will also match strength with 
the Southern Ice Company on its home 
grounds. 

Will Eater Nashville Field. 

Mr. Woodruff stated that his com- 
pany, which is one of the largest in 
the south, whll either buy, bulld or 
lease an ice plant in Nashville and 
that it will enter into competition 
with the Nashville company at Nash- 
ville during the coming season. He 
Gtated positively, however, that his 
company will go into Nashville at 
once. _ 

“Will there be a fight for su- 
premacy?” Mr. Woodruff was asked. 

“Well, it would be unbecoming of 
me to make any statement along that 
line,” said he. “We have known for 
gome time that the Nashville company 
intended to enter the Atlanta field 
eané@ we have determined te enter the 
Nathville field. I cannot now an- 
nounce any definite plans.” 

Although neither Mr. Woodruff nor 
representatives of the Nashville com- 
pany would commit themselves on the 
subject, it seems probable that a 
death grapple for the ice trade in 
Atianta ang Nashville is brewing with 
two of the largest ice companies in 
the south fighting for first place. 

‘Three Plants Bought. 

The plants purchased by the Nash- 
ville company are the plant of the 
Atianta Ojl1 and Fertilizer Company, 
for $150,000; the plant of the Kast At- 
lanta Ice Company, for $100,000, and 
the plant of the Independent Ice Com- 
pany, just off Whitehall street, for a 
sum that had@ not been announced. 

The new company will actively take 
charge of these three plants on Jan- 
uary 1. 

The manager of the three plants 
and the representative of the South- 
ern lee Company in its new field will 
be T. W. Jenkins, of this city. 

* For two years Mr. Jenkins has been 
sales ‘manager for the three ice plants 
which have been operated joint!y, and 
now that they pass into new hands, he 
has been retained in the capacity of 
manager. 

Mr. Jenkins stated last night that 
the company will have an uptown 
office, but the location has not been 
decided upon. He stated further that 
the plants will proceed to operate 
just as they have in the past, with no

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FOLLETTE QUT 
A WOMAN VOTES 


Senator Declares He Favors 
Suffrage for Everybody, 


Near Close of His Ohio Cam- 
paign He Asserts He Is Hide- 
bound to No Party and Will 
Only Support Progressive 
Principles. . 


Dayton, Ohio, December 29.—Nearing 
the end of his speechmaking trip in 
Ohio, preaching the doctrine of po- 
gressive republicanism, Senator R. M. 
La Follette traveled the western part 
of the state today, closing with a meet- 
ing here, where he reiterated his as- 
sertion made at the noon meeting at 
North Baltimote, that the supreme 
court of the United States Mad assumed 
legislative powers never granted by 
the constitution in its rulings on the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

For the first time on this trip, the 
senator tonight declared for votes for 
women. “I say that the women have 
as much right to the ballot as the 
men,” he said. “Do you know that 
there are seven million women in this 
country earning their living by day 
wages, and they are adding to the 
wealth of the nation? For this reason 
they have a moral right to have a 
voice in the questiong of sanitation 
and all that goes to improve living 
conditions of the home, which are gov- 
erned by legislation. 

Value of Baliot. 

“I tell you, your ballot is a valuable 
thing. You don’t cast many of them 
in your life, especially when you vote 
for president.”’

Routed With Great Loss From 
Tobruk By Turks 


Turkish Commander Reports 
Garrison Annihilated and 
Munitions Captured Follow- 
ing 24-Hour Battle--Half Ital- 
ians Killed During Retreat. 


Washington, December 29.—A twenty- 
four-hour battle, in .which the Turkish 
troops defeated the Italian force, kill- 
ing half of it in the rout, is described 
in an official message from Constanti- 
nople, made public at the Turkish em- 
bassy tonight. The message was trans- 
mitted to the imperial ministry of war 
at Constantinople by the commander 
of the Turkish troops from Tebruk, 
Tripoli, under date of December 22. 

The report follows: 

“We have attacked the fortified posts 
of the enemy. Notwithstanding

This will be the first time the asso- 
ciation nas held a convention in the 
south since the one in New Orleans 
six years ago, and the desire of the 
delegates to come to this section of 
the country again was largely respon- 
sible for the success of the Georgia 
city. 

The Atlanta invitation was extend- 
ed to the association at the Boston 
meeting two years ago. The decisjon 
had alréady been given to Toronto, 
but the Atlanta representatives were 
so persistent in urging the claims of 
this city before the board, which has 
the power of nominating the conven- 
tion city, and have been so busy in 
pressing the advantages of Atlanta 
since that time, that it required only 
a formal invitation for the association 
to switch from Toronto to Atlanta. 

The meeting next’ year will be held 
in Cleveland. It will bring into ses- 
sion some three or four thousand of 
the best known and most expert sci- 
entific men in the country.

FIVE WIVES SHOW MALICE 
IN REPORTING HUSBANDS 


During the year 1911 one-third of the 
complaining wives who have brought 
their husbands to the attention of 
Probation Officer 8S. J, Coogler ¢thave 
been inspired. by malice, and their 
statements have been untrue concern- 
ing hubby’s conduct. 

According to the figures, there were 
fifteen cases of maltreatment during 
1911, of which complaints five were 
groundless. Seven cases are reported 
as “doing fine,” and the remaining 
three had to be shown the straight 
and narrow path via the courts. 

Other interesting family § statistics 
are given in the abandonment cases. 
There were sixty-eight couples that 
couldn't hitch up together any lonzger— 
at least they thought they couldn't. 
Thirty-seven found themselves mis- 
taken, and the home ties were resumed 
under the guidance of Officer Coogler. 
Only two went to the divorce court, 
while all of the others have an amica- 


ble financial agreement, whereby the 
husband and father is contributing 
to the support of his family. 

The increase in the amount of money 
paid to the department this year is 
considerable over last year. The total 
amount is nearly $3,000, while in 1910 
it was $1,699.60, and in 1909 it was 
$1,337.64. All of this has been collected 
by the probation officer and turned 
over to the wife and mother. 

With the “drunks,” of 130 reported, 
98 have made good and quit drinking. 
The others have been prosecuted in 
the courts, and their probation con- 
tinued. 

Out of twenty-nine cases of idling 
and loitering turned over to the pro- 
bation officer by the police court, only 
one had te be prosecuted. Of the 
twenty-nine, the majority were 
“tramps,” who reached the city home- 
less and without money. All of them, 
except a single instance, were willing 


to work, and when work was secured 
for them, accepted it gladly.

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COTTON THE ONLY RECORD CROP. | 

Of all the nation’s great staple crops, but one of any moment 
broke the record for production in 1911—cotton. 

This fact ig gathered from Bradstreet’s statistical story of 191! 
coupled with its review of the business year, in which there is 
given the year’s production, the percentage of increase or decrease 
as compared with 1910, past records and the year in which they 
were attained, of all the big agricultural crops produced in the 
United States. 

Of thirteén different agricultural products, only three show an 
increase as compared with 1910—cotton, flaxseed and sugar, while 
ten show a decrease ranging all the way from 2 to 22.1 per cent. 
Only two of the thirteen were record-breaking crops—cotton and 
sugar, the latter being among the most inconsequential of those 
mentioned in the list. 

Bradstreet estimates this year’s cotton crop at 15,500,000 bales, 
a figure, no doubt, too large, and yet it will undoubtedly exceed 
the record crop of 1908, when 13,825,000 bales, in round numbers, 
were produced. And yet in 1908 the cotton crop brought approx- 
imately $900,000,000, while the estinrated value of the 1911 crop, 
something like a million or more bales larger, is but $775,000,000. 
Here is a clear loss to the south and the nation of $125,000,000, 
without taking into account the extra labor, interest, deterioration 
and added expense required to produce the bigger crop. 

On the other hand, take corn, in which the record crop of 
2,866,260,000 bushels was produced in 1910, The I91I corn crop 
shows a decrease of 12.3 per cent in production and an increase of 
13 per cent in value. Not only that, but practically every crop 
which shows a decrease in production, as compared with the record 
crop, has to its credit a correspondingly increased value. 

No more remarkable example is furnished than that of the 
potato crop. The ‘record in potato production came in 1909 with 
376,537,000 bushels, valued at $213,668,000, while the 1911 crop of 
292,737,000 bushels is worth $233,778,000. As compared with 1910, 


3e/the production of potatoes decreased 14.3 per cent, while the value 
| increased 20.1 per cent. 


The lesson of these figures cannot be too frequently repeated 
or too forcibly urged. The south cannot hope year after year to 
plant its every. available acre in a single product and reap a profit- 
able reward. 
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‘THE PLAY WITHOUT HAMLET. 


When Congressman Bartholdt, of Missouri, witnesses the 
play of “Hamlet,” he insists that it shall not be done minus the 
hero. When he attends a peace dinner or a peace conference, he 
does so upon the theory that it stands for the principle expressed 
in the title given it. Therein he is.much like other ordinary, reason- 
ing and intelligent persons. ' 

“What’s the use,” asks:Congressman Bartholdt, “of going to 
a peace dinner, if they are not for peace?” And thereupon he 
declines, emphatically, to attend the citizens’ peace banquet in New 
York tonight. 

Mr. Bartholdt refuses to be a party to what at the outset 
promises to be a farce. Arranged primarily and with the avowed 
purpose of discussing and indorsing the pending arbitration treaties 
with England and France, it has fallen into a gathering now with- 
out other apparent object than to get a good, square meal. 

The citizens’ peace banquet appears to have fallen from ‘its 
high purpose, when the “Jove of Oyster Bay” hurled his thunder- 
bolt; for the committee very promptly announced that it would 
not permit the introduction or passage of any resolution to indorse 
the peace movement or the treaties which, originally, formed the 
foundation of the conference. 

Mr. Roosevelt and the management of the peace dinner are 
both in the wrong. There is no apparent reason why a man who 
might differ as to certain terms of these treaties, possibly with a 
mind open to conviction, should not have attended this dinner, 
under its original plan; and it seems the height of folly to perniit 
the personal opinion of Mr. Roosevelt or any other agency to 
divert the conference from its well-formed and timely purpose, and 
to make it an ordinary “eat-fest,” while the air resounds with oft- 
repeated platitudes.

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A SPLENDID GOOD ROADS ARMY. 


That there are 41,834 rural free delivery mail: carriers and 
several thousand postmastefs all actively enlisted in the cause of 
good roads, is an interesting and significant fact brought out by 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General P. V. DeGraw in an address 
prepared for delivery before a recent meeting of western and 
southern governors in Baltimore. 

This magnificent army of 50,000 men has not only the consent, 
but the backing and the encouragement, of the department in going 
as far as they will in assisting in road development. They are not 
merely wearing good roads buttons and talking about how bad the 
roads are at some chance meeting at the forks; they are active; 
they are both preaching and doing; they are forming organizations 
and they are lending their own individual effort ‘to the work. 

The postoffice department could, if it wished, merely sit back 
upon its requirement that good roads must be supplied, or rural 
service will be withdrawn; but it manifests no such spirit. On the 
contrary, as General DeGraw shows, it prefers to hoe its end of the 
row, and it is lending its assistance not only through the active 
efforts of its 50,000 employees, but also by bringing road building 
communities into touch with the national good roads bureau, whose 
expert services are always at immediate command. } 

The approximately 42,000 rural carriers cover more than 
1,000,000 miles of road every day, at an annual expense to the 
government Of $46,000,000, whence departmental interest in road 


development is not only natural, but imperative. Its rule, therefore, 
demanding travelable roads where the service is to be continued, 
is in no sense unreasonable. : 

Considering the value of the rural service to the farmer, now 
become a necessity, the department’s requirement of road develop- 
ment or road maintenance where the service is furnished, the 
enlistment of every one of its employees in the good roads cause 
and the other efforts it is putting forth stimulative of progress 
upon this line, General DeGraw’s conclusion, which he states as 


‘follows, cannot be considered unnatural or overdrawn: 


It ie conceded by those interested in the good roads question that rural 
delivery and the attitude and co-operation of the postoffice department have 
given greater stimulus to the subject and have been productive of greater 
results than all other causes combined, and it is desired that every postmaster 
and every rural carrier shall continue this co-operation as far as he can con- 
sistently with his duties. 


It is gratifying that the postmasters and rural carriers have 
so generally and energetically responded to the admonition of 
their chief and that, through them, this particular branch of the 
department has become one of the most important. and far-reaching

Through Attorneys King & Spalding, 
the recently organized Georgia Rail- 
way and Power Company yesterd#y ap- 
plied to the commission for a reconsid-

nal. While the date for the formal 
opening of the canal has been fixed 
at January 1, 1915, Colenel Goethals 
stated that he would be prepared to 
pass ships through the canal perhaps 
a year earlier and that he expected 
most of the actual construciton work 
would be completed by June 30, 1913, 

Important Recommendation. 

One important recommendation of 
the chairman of the isthmus canal 
commission is that the original cost 
of construction shall be charged off | 
to profit and loss, and at the start of 
operations a tonnage charge be fixed 
upon shipping using the canal suffi- 
clent to take care of the annual cost 
of operation, about $38,600,000, 

The reports and recommendations of 
the canal constructors, the men who 
have been living, eating and sleeping 
with their work, were heard with in- 
terest by the house committee, and 
Chairman Adamson assured the con- 
structors that his committee would 
proceed immeditately to frame legis- 
lation which they deemed appropriate 
in light of the information they had 
received from such eminent sources. 

“It would be hard to assemble any- 
where in the country a better set of 
men than Colonel Goethals and his able 
associates,’ said Chairman Adamson of 
the men who are building the canal. 

Praise for the Chairman. 

On the night before the Cristobal 
reached her dock at Charleston, a 
meeting of the committee was held on 
board ship, at which the other passen- 
gers were also present. Strong reso- 
lutions were adopted expressing the

RUSSIA WILL SEE. 
SHUSTER IS SAFE 


Washington Told of Plans For 
Deposed Persian Official 


Washington, Dtecember 29.—Russia 
is making preparations for the safe 
passage of W. Morgan Shuster, Jr., 
dismissed treasurer general of Persia, 
out of that country, according to dis- 
patches received at the state depart- 
ment today from Ambassador Guild at 
St. Petersburg. 

Minister Russell at Teheran informs 
the department that no date has been 
fixed for the departure of Shuster’s 
party from Teheran, but it is believed 
the start will be made within a week 
or two. 


Persia to Resume Business, 

Tabriz, December 29.—Russian occu- 
pation of this city is now complete, 
and practically all the members of the 
constitutional party have disappeared. 
The bankKs and European merchants 
will resume business tomorrow, after 
passing nine days in a state of siege. 

There have been no casualties among 
the resident foreign population, al- 
though many have suffered from a 
lack of provisions while they have 
been boxed up in their houses during 
the prolonged street fighting. The 
flag flying over the United States con- 
sulate Was cut down by a Russian 
Shell during the fighting, but no fur- 
ther damage was done to the consul- 
ate, 

No precise figures as to the casual- 
ties sustained by the Russians and the 
Persians are available, but it is esti- 
mated the Russian loss amounted to 
from 100 to 200 men. The mortality 
among the native non-combatants has 
not been large and reported atrocities 
by the troops on both sideg are un- 
founded. 

Operations of the Persians were di- 
rected solely against the Russians. 
They showed no resentment whatever 
against any other foreigners. 

The dist ances started during the 
night of December 20 by a collision 
between a patrol of Russian troops 
and the Persian constitutionalists in 
the street. Two Persians were shot 
in this affair and fighting throughout 
the gity became general on the follow. 
ing morning. Principal cngagements 
occurred in the neighborhood of the 
Russian consulate, around the citade} 
Known as “The Ark,” and the Russia, 
camp at Baghi Shomak. 


Britain to Increase Force. 

London, December 29.—The British 
government has decided to increase 
the number of the Indian troops now 
engployed in southern Persia as guards 
for the protection of the British con- 
sulates and the trade routes. This 
action is considered to have been ren- 
dered necessary by the recent attack at 
Kazeroon by Kashgai tribesmen on 
British Consul Smart. 

Tabriz Taken By Russians. 

St. Petersburg, December 29,—A 
telegram received from Tabriz this 
morning says that after a bombard- 
ment of the official quarter of that 
city lasting two days, the Fifth regi- 
ment of the rifle brigade effected 
their entrance into the town. Tran- 
quillity has been practically restored 
among the popuiation. After the 
flight of the deputy governor general 
to the British consulate on December 
26 all the property of the government 
was placed under seal and a detach- 


ment of the rifle brigade has been | 
posted to protect it. 


LABOR BOARD 1S. 
AGED TO. TAFT 


Social Workers Would Have 
Commissioner With Power, 


Washington, December 29.—Using 
the McNamara case as an illustration 
of what might be expected again in 
this country if labor conditions are not 
improved, a delegation of social work- 
ers today urged President Taft to ore- 
ate a “labor commission.” 

Such a commission, the delegation 
told the president, should have powers 
co-extensive with those of the inter- 
state commerce commission and should 
be able to compel testimony. It should 
investigate and make a preliminary re- 
port in six months of the conditions of 
labor in the structural iron trade, in 
the last six years; “guage the break- 
down of our machinery of industriai 
government, the economic and social 
cost of strikes to employees, to work- 
men and to the public,” and investigate 
rules and records of unions, It should 
also examine the legal status of the 
labor uhion, and study the practicabil- 
ity of “schemes of economic govern- 
ment, such as the trade legislature in 
the cloak, suit and skirt industry,” and 
similar boards, 

President Is Interested, 


President Taft was greatly interest- 
ed, and promised to do all possible to 
create such a commission, It was said 
tonight that he might incorporate a 
suggestion for a labor commission in 
one of his post-holiday messages. 

Rabbi Steven 8S. Wise, of New York, 
read the petition to the president. Miss 
Jane Addams, of Chicago, and other 
prominent social workers went to the 
white house with him. Among the 
signers of the petition were Lyman 
Abbott, George E. Barnett, Louis dD, 
Brandeis, Irving Fisher, Paul U, Kel- 
logg, Samuel McCune Lindsay, Owen 
R. Lovejoy, Henry Morgenthau, 5. N, 
Patten, George Foster Peabody, James 
B. Reynolds, Edwin R. Seligman and 
W. F. ‘Wilcox. 

“A house divided against itself can- 
not stand,” said Rabbi Wise. “We have 
yet to solve the problems of democracy 
in its industrial relationships and to 
sulve them along democratic lines. ; 

“In order to arrive at the workers 
point of view, it is necessary only to 
review the long list of occupational dis- 
eases, the failure of both employees 
and the state to prevent them or miti- 
gate their efforts, the lack of employ- 
ers’ liability laws, the failure to pro- 
vide adequate safeguards against acci- 
dents in dangerous vocations, the at- 
tacks upon the constitutionality of laws 
to shorten the hours of women, and of 
workers in certain trades, the reluc- 
tance of legislatures to abolish child 
labor—it is necessary only to contrast 
this dead center of the social machine 
with the speed with which it acts to 
prevent picketing and rioting during 
strikes, 

Appeals For Working Man. 

“The workingman sees the club of 
the officer, the bayonet of the militia 
directed against him in the defense of 
property and he believes that the hand 
of the law, strong in the protection of 
property, often drops listless whenever 
measures are proposed to lighten la- 
bor’s heavy burden. 

“There is profound

New York state, for example, Murphy is 
a democrat, Barnes a republican.

LATEST MARKET NEWS 


COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 


REVIEW OF THE MARKET | 


New York, December 29.—Prices 
have advanced somewhat in spite of 
the big Lancashire strike, which, it is 
feared, may yet become more serious 
than it was at the outset. Towards 
the close of the week the December 
deal collapsed under the weight of 
héavy selling. The. premium of 46 
points over January was replaced with 
one of fifteen on Thursday, and of 
course the deal is now a thing of the 
past. The stock here has been stead- 
lly inoreasing, and it is believed that 
during the coming month a still 
reater increase will be witnessed. 
Meantime, Liverpool spot sales have 
fallen off sharply. Spot markets have 
been, quiet and in some cases rather 
easier. Lancashire is reported duli. 
Yarns in this country have been quiet. 
Though some improvement. has taken 
place in the cotton goods industry, 
there is plenty of room for more. 
While some of the larger spot inter- 
ests have been buying January—one 
house alone taking, it la supposed, be- 
tween 50,000 and 100,000 bales on Fri- 
day—-they have been selling March, 
May and July. Some think that the 
weight of the crop will be felt in the 
forepart of 1912, especially as they 
believe the Lancashire lockout is like- 
ly to prove a far more serious affair 
than it was at first believed to be. 
liverpool, at times, has been selling 
here. On the cther hand, however, 
many believe that spinners of the 
world will take a good deal more than 
their actual consumption if prices ye- 
main at anything like their present 
ccemparatively inviting level. If the 
world’s consumption of American cot- 
ton be put at 13,000,000 bales for the 
present season, they think it will mean 
higher prices, as the world's spinners, 
especially those on the continent, are 
disposed to buy several years ahead, 
and such cotton has to be hedged by 
purchases of the present crop, thereby 
sefisibly reducimg pressure of even 
such a yield of 15,000,000 to 15,500,000 
bales, figures which many consider 
conservative. 

Meantime, too, the weekly statistics 
begin to take on a more bullish tinge. 
Not only are the spinners’ takings 
large, but stocks are increasing less 
rapidly than they were a year ago and 
the relatively small quantity brought 
into sight during the past week has 
attracted attention. New York into 
sight figures for the week are only 
422,000 bales, against 661,000 last week 
and 412,000 last year. Of late foreign 
buying, especially by the continent, 
hag been renewed here, and on Friday 
January notes for 100,0¢0 bales were 
speedily stopped by big spot interests. 
Valdorf-Astoria operators have latter- 
ly been covering shorts. Wall street 
moneyed interests in some notable 
cases favor the bull side, though the 
$50,000,000 pool plan has collapsed. 


New Orleans Review.

612 year before last and 2,222,430 same time in

The movement since September 1 shows receipts 
at all United States ports 7,187,648, against 
6,012,621 last year, 5,021,241 year before last and 
6,200,871 same time in 1908. Overland acros:
